Snow Causes Problems Across Wide Area in Europe 


PARIS, Dec. 28 (IH'T).—While 
flurries barely left a white cover- 
ing on roofs and automobiles in 
Paris today, much of Europe 
was struck with a Leavy snow- 
fall that derailed trains in west- 
ern Sweden. closed airports in 
Denmark and covered wide areas 
of Greece and Itely.

Dismiss Arab Reports as Propaganda 


Israeli Officials Doubt PLO Eases Enmity

The reports that the PLO 
mainstream is moving toward ac- 
ceptance of a Palestinian state 
composed of lands captured by 
Israel during the 1967 war—the 
West Bank of the Jordan River 
and Gaza—are interpreted in 
some quarters as tacit signs of 
PLO recognition of Israel. But 
not here, at least not in govern- 
nent circles, 


Terrorism 2 Tactic 


Foreign Ministry officials and 
spokesmen say certain facts have 
been lost in the recent reports: 
the Palestinian covenant still 
calls for the dissolution of Israel; 
Yassir Arafat, thejleader of the 
PLO, has not renounced terror- 
ism as a tactic, and terrorist 
Groups are still being organized 
on the West Bank. 

According to Prof. Yehoshafat 
Harkabi, an Israeli expert on the 
Palestinians and 2 government 
adviser, 15 of the 33 articles in 
the PLO covenant call for the 
demise of Israel either explicitly 
or implicitly, and none of these 
were revised at recent PLO meet- 
ings. 

Shlomo Avineri, director gen- 
eral of the Foreign Ministry, told 
8 group of students in Beersheba 
yesterday that “without a basic 
and fundamental change in the 
Palestinian covenant, it cannot 
be expected that this moderation 
will be regarded, in Israel, as 
being any more than a tactical 
move.” 

Mr. Avinerl added that it ap 
peared as if Syria and Egypt 
were putting strong pressure on 
PLO leaders to move closer to

Clifford Describes Opposition 
To Truman’s Stand on Israel 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28 (AP).— 
President Harry Truman's chief 
political adviser confirmed today 
that the State Department tried 
in 1948 to subvert Truman’s Middle 
East policy and prevent U.S. rec- 
ognition of Israel. 

Clark Clifford, special counsel 
to Truman and later secretary 
of defense under President Lyn- 
don Johnson, said in a speech 
prepared for the American His- 
torical Association convention: 

“President Truman was deeply 
incensed at what he considered to 
be the consistent attitude of 
obstructionism on the part of the 
State Department to his policy 
toward Palestine.” 

‘The speech was Mr, Clifford's 
first public statement about the 
light within Truman's adminis- 
tration over U.S. policy toward 
Israel in the years immediately 
following World War IL 

Mr. Clifford's remarks were In 
answer to charges made then by 
Officials such as Secretary of State 
George Marshall and others thet 
‘Truman's pro-Israel stand was 
Politically motivated. 

In 8 meeting between Truman 
and Marshall in May, 1948—de- 
scribed in a volume of historical 
materials released by the State 
Department last month—Marshall 
told the president that if he rec- 
ognized Israel it would be only 
for domestic political reasons and

Of Albania Bars 
Foreign Capital 


VIENNA. Dec. 38 (Reuters).— 
Albanian leader Enver Hoxha. 
underlining his country’s tsols- 
tionism, has presented it with a 
new Constitution barring foreign 
troops from its soil and prohibit- 
ing joint-venture deals with cap- 
italist or Soviet-bloc states,

In his letter, Mr. Ford suid 
that the CAB should come up 
with a new decision by Sept. 1 
of next year that wonld "8 more 
acceptable to other nations. 

The board, he said, should 
come up with a transatlantic 
route system that “will best serve 
the long-term interests of the 
public, the financial strength and 
competitiveness of onr private 
United States flag carriers, and 
overall United States interna- 
tonal aviation policy.” 

He said that it was “particu- 
Jarly important” that U.S. flag 
carriers “be viable, their routes 
be economic.”

“It is true that there are more 
cases in the vaccinated than in 
the nonvaccinated, but it's also 
true that the reporting of cases 
has probably been more reliable 
in the vaccinated. 

“At any rate, there Is no real 
indication that there are any 
more Guillain-Barre cases in 
persons over 65. The heaviest 
concentration {ts still in persons 
from 25 to δὲ years old. And 
we're heading into the season 
where there's more chance of 
influenza, which always hits the 
elderly hardest.”

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A New Beginning: Space 


Space exploration has ‘become so relatively 
non-controversial that it played practically 
no role In last fall's presidential camrpalgn. 
But the national consensus that this activity 
18 worthwhile and should tbe continued does 
not mean that it presents no problems or 
opportunities for the new Carter administra- 
ton. 

On toe contrary, not since the days when 
John F, Kennedy lived in the White House 
has a U.S. president been faced with the 
need to make such fundamental decisions for 
the future of the space program as Mr. Car- 
ter will find on his agenda. 

Two factors create the policy Issues for the 
Carter administration in space. The first 
Is the virtual completion—brilliant comple- 
tion—of the national space program decided 
upon in the 1990s. 

American astronauts have landed on the 
moon, explored it, collected rock and soll 
samples and returned safely to earth. An 
even larger number of unmanned American 
rockets—Mariners, Vikings, Pioneers—have 
carried instruments to the surface or the 
neighborhood of the moon, Mercury, Venus, 
Mars and even Jupiter. 


Far more information about the solar 
system has been obtained in the past decade 
than in all earlier History. Earth-orbiting 
Satellites have been put to work successfully 
for the most diverse purposes—from ‘provid- 
ing cheap, reliable global te:ephone, radio 
and teievision communication to forecasting 
the weather, estimating the harvests, pros- 
‘pecting for natural resources and helping to 
keep the peace by providing essential intel- 
ligence information. All these great accom- 
plishments were essentially planned in the 
early and mid-1960s, and then carried out 
these past ten years.

Now. in 1976, there is no really com- 
prehensive long-range national space pro- 
gram, even as each day brings closer the 
next revolutionary change in American space 
capabilities. In 1979 or 1980, 1{ all goes on 
schedule, the space shuttle wil go into 
orbital flight and then return to earth, This 
will begin the era in which space vehicles 
will be reusable for muitiple missions, as 
are sirpianes today. The revonition in 
economics of space travel that this accom- 
plishment will bring bas not yet been com- 
prehended by most Americans, The experts 
understand, however, that in the 1980s and 


afterward the economic and technological 
possibilities in space will bear the same 
relationship to: present capabilities as, In 
clvil aviation, the current era of the 747 and 
DC-i0 has to the time of the DC-3. 


The great opportunity. of the Carter 
administration these next four years is to 
map out the optima! exploitation of the new 
space technology for the rest of this century, 
at least in major outline. The vast range of 
choices must be surveyed and priorities 
chosen. It qwill be essential for Washington 
to consult with other interested govern- 
ments—including the Soviet Union, of course 
—and with both domestic and foreign private 
corporations. 


Should there be some grand major objec- 
tive—say, ἃ manned round trip to and Jand- 
ing on Mars in the 1990s or creation of the 
first permanent human settlement on the 
moon—to play a role 2na:ogous to the Apollo 
project? To what extent can space con- 
tribute economically to the welfare of 
humanity by providing a new domain for 
activities as different as precision manufac- 
ture, the collection of solar energy for 
transmission to earth, and tourism—to 
name but three of the many possibilities, 
How much of the future national and in- 
ternational space effort should be devoted 
to advancing the interests of basic scientific 
Tesearch—for example, by orbiting iarge 
optical and radio telescopes to study the 
universe?

The era of space exploration began in an 
atmosphere of flerce competition engendered 
by ἃ raging ideological and military cold 
war. For all the gains that initial situation 
made possible, it is far safer for all people 
on earth that there have been beginnings, 
in a small but important way, in space 
cooperation between Washington and 
Moscow. 

‘The new range of capabilities opened up 
by the space shuttie wiil extend still further, 
and enormously, the possibility for mutual:y 
advantageous cooperation in space among 
all interested nations. Not the least of the 
potential contributions the Carter adminis- 
tration can make in the next four years 
will be to formulate a space program that 
will help bring together the capabilities of 
as many nations as possible for the benefit 
of mankind.

The Gilmore Case 


Just when you have come to believe that 
there {s no way for the Gary Gilmore story 
to get: any more grotesque, somebody—more 
often than not, Mr. Gilmore himself—finds 
2 way. Just before his second attempt at 
Suicide. Mr. Gilmore asked the sentencing 
judge to order him executed very soon 
When that request was denied, he sald he 
would seek immediate release from prison. 
There is a lack of consistency there, if 
Mr. Gilmore believes himself to be guilty 
and wishes to pay the penaity as soon as 
Possible, because each new legal maneuver 
may well delay the execution even more. 
Meanwhile, the State of Utah is moving to 
block Jow-level helicopter flights over the 
outdoor execution site in order to prevent 
aive television coverage. Offstage, there is 
an unseemly scramble for Mr. Gilmore's 
most negotiable asset—hls life story. Inevi- 
tahbly there will be books, and probably a 
motion picture or αὶ television spectacular 
and so we are going to hear about him for 
a long tline. 


For what cou:d be the ultimate twist in 
this grim tale. we would like to suggest, in 
necessarily hypothetical terms, one way lt 
could 411 turn out: some time after Mr. Gil- 
more is shot. by a firing squad, the Utah 
Supreme Court or the U.S. Supreme Court 
holds unconstitutional the stabute under 
which he was sentenced. His heirs then file 
ἃ sult against various Utah officials for 
monetary damages based on the claim that 
he was wrongfully killed. Do they win? 

iven what has already happened, who 
knows? Is this fancifui? A footnote in the 
opinion of Supreme Court Justice Byron R. 
White suggests just such a scenario. Justice 
White pointed out that the purported waiver 
of constitutional rights would not necessarily 
de 2 defense under Utah's wrongful death 
statute. 


In other words, the State of Utah has 
Gotten itself into ἃ legal snari. And so, we 
think, has the Supreme Court, it refused 
to stay Mr. Gilmore's execution by 8. vote of 
5 t 2 on the ground that he had knowingly 
and intellisentiy watved all his federal 


constitutional rights. At least four of the 
live justices in the majority exp:ained that 
in such 8. situation no one else can assert 
those rights on Mr. Gilmore’s behalf. In 
other words, if Mr. Gilmore or anyone else 
knowingly and intelligently waives his right 
against cruel and unusual punishment, ἃ 
state can do anything it wants with him— 
Kili him for petty iarceny, cut off his arms, 
banish him or what have you, even if the 
particular thing has already been held 
unconstitutional, Presumably the same jogic 
would apply to 8 waiver of any other consti- 
tutional right. Now, that may be what the 
court wants and !t may well be a precise 
reading of judicial precedents, but It does 
open the way for states to do peculiar and 
unconstitutional things to willing victims. 
That in turn suggests more rounds of liti- 
gation by citizens who don't want their gov- 
ernment acting unconstitutionally. 
-Two other crucial questions still exist in 
the Gilmore case. The first is the consti- 
tutionality of the law under which he was 
sentenced. That law has not been tested 
in any appeilate court and probably does not 
meet the requirements the Supreme Court 
laid down last summer. The second ques- 
tion Is Mr. Gilmore’s mental competency to 
waive his rights. The Utah courts have 
Tuled that he is competent. Five members 
of the Supreme Court have held that finding 
to be “firmly grounded.” But in his dissent, 
Justice Thurgood Marshall questioned the 
finding on the basis of Gilmore's erratic 
behavior and of the way in which the Utah 
courts determined he is mentelly sound. 
Adding to the confusion is the inability, 
according to Justice Marshal, of the Utah 
Supreme Court to produce ἃ complete tran- 
script of the hearing at which Gilmore's 
lawyer discussed his view of this question. 
One of the practical difficulties created 
by capital punishment—as distinct from the 
profound moral issues it poses—is its capac- 
ity to confound judges and ‘to tle the legal 
system in Imots, This case is a perfect 
illustration of that point.

Open Season on ‘The Nutcracker’

ONDON, Dec. 28 (IHT).—There 
are three productions of “The 
Nutcracker” in England for the 
holidays. The more ambitious of 
the two new ones is also the less. 
successful. Ronald Hynd, whose 
version for Festival Ballef, had 
its London premiere at Festival 
Hall yesterday, has adapted the 
traditional story in an attempt 
to give the ballet greatel emo- 
tional content and dramatic 
interest. 
_ But, unlike the late John Cran- 
Eo in Stuttgart, John Neumeier 
in Hamburg, and, apparently, 
Roland Petit in Paris, he has 
not had the courage of his con- 
victions. He introduces extra 
characters Clara's elder sister 
Louise who falls in love with 
Drosseimeyer's nephew Earl, and 
Ὁ rather nasty rich bussar called 
Hermann von Rattenstein whom 
Louise's ambitious mother wants 
her to marry. But this plot is 
forgotten by the second act, 
Which 15 the usual divertissement. 
The program note says that, in 
the end, Louise's mother fs recon- 
eiled to her marrying Karl, but 
all the audience sees is two young 
ladies waking up from a dream 
end being jelned by their mother. 

Neither Hynd nor Peter Do-

¢ramatic verlsimiltude. Clara and

Italy Reports 
Huge Art Hauls 
Over Christmas 


ROME, Dec. 28 (UPI).— Bur- 
glars stole art works worth hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in 
Turin and Florence during the 
Christmas weekend, police sald 
yesterday. 

They said that thieves in Flo- 
rence raided ἃ private collection 
willed to the Italian state by its 
last owner and took 550 items 
worth an estimated 300 to 300 
million lire ($228,000 to $342,000). 
They included paintings, ceramic 
works, weapons, clandlestics and 
other objects. 

in Turin, burglars broke into 
vhe cathedral and stole four 
valuable 17th-century paintings. 
They did not take the most fam- 
ed relic in the cathedral, a shroud 
in which Roman Catholic tradi- 
tion says Christ was wrapped 
after His Crucifixion,
